He will no doubt find a 
sufficient accumulation of work to 
keep him busily occupied until the 
beginning of tbe next session of Con 
gress. The office seekers who have

been biding their time with as much 
patience aa their necessities permit- 
ted, will now make up for lost time

by tbe increased energy of their as 
aanlta. Cabinet business which has 
been held in abeyance during the ab 
aence of heads of Departments and 
of the President must be takeu in 
hand and got rid of as soon aa possi 
ble. 
In less than three months a 


new Congress will assemble, and the 
Executive branch of the Government 
has muoh work to do in the prepara 
tion of the annual estimates and re' 


* ports. 
The reports of heads of 


Bureaus are now being received, and 
upon them the different Secretaries 
must base their own accounts of their 
stewardship. 
The President and 


Cabinet cannot bat believe that >he 
coming session of Congress will be a 


"** 
somewhat trying one. In tho Houne 
of Representatives the opposition bos 
an overwhelming majority, giving it 
a chance to institute whatever inves- 
tigations and lines of policy it thinks 
proper or which are likely to make 
party capital. At the session of Con 
gress preceding a Presidential elec- 
tion political feeliug is always ram- 
pant and both sides spend more tinae 
maneuvering for position iu-the forth- 
coming battle than thoy do in at 
tending to the real work of legis- 
lation. President Arthur's diffieul 
ties will be additionally oomplioated 
by the fact, that he ia a candidate for 
election, or ia believed to bo such, 
which is about the sama thing, tie 
will no doubt geek to avoid the dan- 
gers by whion he is beast by the 
same policy of cautious retioence and 
deliberate action which has hereto- 
fore stood him in good stead. Presi- 
dent Arthur is sensible enough to 
never attempt to dazzle the country 
by bold strokes of statesmanship and 
he is generally content to follow pub 
lie opinion instead of leading it." 


Gen. Bobart Toomba, the famous 


rebel General, after an eventful life of 
73 years finds himself alone in the 
world, the last of hid children baying 
died soms time ago, and his aged wif» 
quite recently, at 
Atlanta, Georgia. 


For years Mrs. Toombs has bean an in- 
valid caused by softening of the brain, 
which had weakened her mind. Fre- 
quently during this time she would be 
worse, aud her death was looked fer as 
an event likely to occur at almost any 
time. Thi» condition of things con- 
tinued to exist vmtil a few days ago, 
when she was stricken with paralysis. 
In this most critical condition abe lin- 
gered a day or two, when she died. Tha 
married lile of General and Mrs.Toombs 
extended over fifty years. She was 70 
aud he 
is 73. The death of Mrs 


Toomba, it is believed, ,will be soon fol- 
lowed by that of her husband, who 
says ha has nothing further to hva for, 
as all his children aro dead, and he 
alone remains. His devotion to his 
wife during all her life was as great as 
his hatred for ths Union.

hid way. He was the right hand man 
of Grant in the closing struggle of 
tho war, and all who have t.ver seen 
him act assert that bis institutions 
amount to genius, while his energy 
knows no such thing as futigue 
There is ample room for praise for 
all our heroes without saying a word 
of dispargement of any of thani, es- 
pecially not of the Little Thunder- 
bolt.

THE HEAVttHS. 


Evening Stars »urln* tbe Fall 


and Winter. 


WritUn for ihe Sac." Bee by Bev. N. SUter.] 


We have not had much of an ex- 


iiibit of evening stars from the 
planets daring the year 1883, but in 
jourse of the Fa,H, Winter 
and 


Spring there will be several. 


Mercury will be evening star ia tho 


West September 10, 1883, and may 
be seen a day or two before and 
after that date. When the sun goes 
down the planet will be about one 
hour and three-quarters behind it. 


Mercury is elightly reddish, a star 


of considerable brightness. 
It may 


be seen ab"nt an hour after snn 
down, if the western sky should be 
clear, free from fogs and low clouds, 
aud there should be no obstructions, 
such aa trees, buildings, etc. 


Yen EI a will pass its superior con- 


junction with the nun, on the farther 
Hide of it, and become evening star 
in the West September 20, 1883. 
At 


first it will be so near the sun, and 
go down so quickly after it, that it 
cannot usually ba seen with the 
naked eye until after the lapse of two 
or three weeks. It will bo so small 
at first, but will increase in bright- 
ness until about the first of next 
June. It may be seen the latter part 
ol October. 


The planet Saturn may be seen 


the latter part of September as an 
evening star, rising in the East be 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock and passing 
upwards towards the zenith with the 
other stars. It will rise earlier and 
earlier 
each succeeding evening, 


until it will rise in the East on No- 
vember 28, 1883, at the same time 
that the*un will go down in the 
' 
From the time it is first seen to 


November 28th it will grow constantly 
brighter, appear larger and larger, 
"ntil that date, 
because comi.ig 


nearer to the earth. Aftar that time 
its brightness and apparent size will 
slowly diminish as long aa it oontin 
uea to be evening star, because oi its 
departure away from the earth. 


The planet Jupiter may be seen as 


an evening star, rising in the east, 
the latter part, of Norember, a little 
before 10 o'clock in the evening, and 
passing upward towards tba zenith. 


It will also rise earlier and earlier, 


growing larger and larger each suc- 
ceeding evening until about January 
20th, 1884 (because coming nearer to 
tho earth), when it will rise ia tho 
east 08 the sun goes down in tie 
west. 


After this date it will gradually 


lessen in brightness and apparent 
size afl long as it will be evening star, 
because ol its departing farther ana 
further away from the earth. 


Mars will bo visible in the east a 


little before 10 i?. M. about the middle 
of December. Like Saturn and Jnp 
iter, it will rise earlier and earlier, 
gradually growing larger, until about 
the middle of next February, when 
it will rise in the east as tbe sun will 
go down in the west. 


From this time it will gradually 


diminish in brightness and apparent 
size. The increase aud diminution 
in the apparent size of Mars is caused 
by its approach and departure from 
i he earth, as was the case with Saturn 
and Jupiter. 


The planets Mars, Jupiter and 


Saturn are aot astronomically called 
evening stars until they reach the 
points in their orbits directly oppo- 
site to the snn, so that the earth will 
be between them and tho sun, and 
so they will rise in the east as the 
sun sets in the west. 


But they may all be seen in tbe 


East in the evening several weoks 
before they reach their points of op- 
position; and are therefore virtually 
evening stars, simply because they 
can lie seen in the evening. 
r Three of these planets, Mars, '.Jupiter 
and Saturn, may now be seen (Septem- 
ber 5, 1883) in the morning, as morn- 
ing stars, in a beautilnl straight Hue ex- 
tending nearly GO degrees in a direction 
u 1'ttle north of east and south of west. 
Jupiter is the lowest down towards the 
horizon, Saturn the highest up towards 
the zenith, and Mars intermediate be- 
tween them, but some nearer to Jupiter 
than to Saturn. Jupiter appears the 
largest, Saturn next, and Mars the 
smallest. 


Saturn may easil) be found, as it is 


situated about five cr six degrees north- 
easterly from the large star Alderbarian 
in the cluster Hyvdas, and it is a little 
the brightest of the two. 


Mars is stuated northeasterly from the 


constellation Orion, nearly in a line 
with Bigel and Botelguese (the two 
largest stars in that constellation) and 
about as far from the latter as that is 
from tbe former. 


Jupitpr is easily found from 
its 


superior brightness farthe down towards 
the horizon in the western part of Cnn- 
oer. 


Mars lias its usual reddish appearance- 


though small. The best time to see, 
th se tuoruiug stars is aboul 4 .A M., 
just before daylight begins to appear lu 
iho east.
